1, The DCI attended a session of a special subcommittee of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee to brief them on CIA activities, with 
special emphasis on the attacks on CIA contained in Sen. Mansfield's 
speech to the Senate on 10 March. Present were Chairman Saltonstall, 
and Senators Russell, Byrd and Flanders, together with Messrs. 

Philip Allen and William Darden of the Committee staff, Stenographer 
Benjamin Ferschein was present.

Senator Bridges, who was to have been present was 
taken ill and was not able to be there.
